The story of a dog who won’t quit 


Last Saturday, I 
employed two young men 
to help me with some hard 
labor on our seven acres in 
northern Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty. I supervised as they 
uprooted some railroad ties, 
scattered gravel as our pre¬ 
ferred mulch material, 
trimmed shrubs, washed 
our truck, and planted some 
fall crops of cabbage and 
broccoli in our vegetable 
garden. One of the young 
men had departed at 3 p.m., 
and the other young man, 
Paul Feldkamp, and I con¬ 
tinued to work until after 6 
p.m. 

There was one last task 
that I wanted to accom¬ 
plish: Cut some cedars that 
were choking off the growth 
of some black walnut trees 
which were growing near 
the top of the dam of our 
fish pond. Paul and I 
approached this task with 
some trepidation for there 
was some dense under¬ 
growth surrounding these 
trees, including briars and 
poison ivy. Both of us were 
dressed in short pants 
because the day had been a 
warm one and the tempera¬ 
ture, though late in the day, 
was still on the uncomfort¬ 
able side. 

Unbeknownst to me, 
Birdie, our 13 year-old 
purebred yellow lab, had 
dragged her body down the 
hill to where we hesitated. 
Please allow some back¬ 
ground info concerning 
Birdie so this piece will 
make greater sense. We pur¬ 
chased Birdie as a pup and 
she has been a cherished 
member of our family since. 
She would stay close by my 
side whenever I was out¬ 
doors and relished riding in 
the back of my old red pick¬ 
up until she suffered from a 
bad case of hip dysplasia 
that inhibits her move¬ 
ments. She walks with her 
front legs and drags her 
back ones; they are just 
along for the ride. 

Further, she has devel¬ 
oped a partial paralysis of 
the larynx, a malady that 
afflicts racehorses, and at 
times she wheezes like her 
next breath will be her last. 
I did not think she would 
survive last winter with its 
bitter cold, but surprisingly 
she was in better condition 
when we returned from 
Florida than when we went. 
Kevin Feldkamp took great 
care of her in our absence 
and she has done surpris¬ 
ingly well this summer with 
one major exception. 

This being her eating 
rabbits brought to her by a 
midnight-black cat by the 
name of Eagle which is a 


couple of years older than 
Birdie. Eagle is a standoffish 
cat.. .very self sufficient and 
unaffectionate with all 
humans and animals except 
Birdie. Eagle hovers over 
Birdie like she is her baby, 
curling her tail caressingly 
across Birdie’s face. She 
appears to kiss Birdie when 
Birdie feels bad...like 
“Honey Baby, I’m going to 
love your bad feelings away. 
Here eat this tender rabbit; 
it’ll make you feel better.” 

And, the evidence points 
to the conclusion that Bird¬ 
ie eats the rabbit entirely; 
fur, bones and almost all of 
the entrails. Our vet said 
that this was not uncom¬ 
mon for outside dogs. She 
gave us some pills, charged 
us 83 dollars and change, 
helped load her in the back 
of the pick-up, and patted 
Birdie on the head. After a 
day or so of lying around, 
Birdie passed that which she 
could not digest and pepped 
back up even to the point 
that she jumped a little bit 
when Janice gave her a treat. 
But she continues to drag 
her hind legs and struggles 
to go more than ten steps 
without stopping to catch 
her breath. 

Now, back to me paus¬ 
ing at the top of the steep 
bank as I questioned myself 
the wisdom of plunging 
into the dense undergrowth. 
I thought of Robert Frost 
and his lines that said... 
paraphrased... “Two roads 
diverged into a yellow 
wood, and long I stood, 
debating which I should 
take, and I took the one less 
traveled by and that has 
made all the difference.” I 
seemed to gain some inspi¬ 
ration from the poem; I 
grabbed a tobacco stick and 
slid over the precipice, bad 
back and all. And by hun¬ 
kering low to the ground, I 
was able to get under some 
of the undergrowth and 
called for Paul to join me 
with his chainsaw. 

Paul took courage from 
my maneuvers and slid 
under some low hanging 
branches and started the 
chainsaw. Paul cut one 
undesirable tree and I asked 
for him to hand me the saw 
in that I was closer to 
another one than he. I cut 
several saplings before 
becoming winded. For a 
few brief moments, I felt 
young and vigorous and 
manly. In less than 30 min¬ 
utes we had accomplished 
our purposes, and as I sur¬ 
veyed the best way for us to 
retreat to our tractor, I was 
surprised to see a third party 
had joined us: Birdie had 
somehow quietly slid down 


the bank after us and now 
lay panting beside the 
stump of a tree we had cut. 
“Paul,” I said, “Give me the 
saw; you’ve got to carry 
Birdie up this bank; she 
can’t make it on her own! 
There’s no way that she can 
climb up this slick bank 
with her bad legs.” Birdie 
was wet and muddy and 
gasping for air. Due to the 
treacherous footing, Paul 
could not pick up Birdie 
who weighed 75 pounds. So 
he began to climb slowly 
above her, encouraging her 
to crawl after him. Birdie 
began to inch upward, using 
the power of her front legs 
to haul her useless hind 
quarters laboriously up the 
steep incline. 

I had retreated around a 
cluster of trees and cut 
another one and when I 
pulled myself to the top of 
the dam via a grapevine, 
there lay Birdie stretched 
out on her side, exhausted, 
eyes closed, motionless, 
except for the heaving of her 
side as she labored to regain 
her breath. 

I knelt by her side and 
petted her forehead and she 
opened her eyes and it 
seemed to me that she was 
happy, pleased with herself 
that she had done some¬ 
thing that seemed impossi¬ 
ble, at least to Paul and me. 
She actually seemed to smile 
as if to say, “I ain’t dead yet!” 
Suddenly Paul exclaimed, 
“You’ve cut your leg!” I 
looked at my right leg and 
blood was oozing from 
some gashes which appeared 
to be deep and serious. 
Birdie went swimming in 
the pond as I made my way 
to the house for Janice to 
clean and bandage. “Janice,” 
I said, “I have cut myself 
pretty bad.” 

She took me into the 
bathroom, cleaned and 
washed the wound and said, 
“It’s not very bad; looks like 
a briar has scratched you; 
that’s all!” 

“But what about all that 
blood? It looked pretty bad 
to me.” 

“Just coagulated blood,” 
she said. You’ll be okay after 
you shower and I put some 
band aids on your wounds.” 
I paid Paul for his work and 
found Birdie resting com¬ 
fortably under the water 
maple. I said, “Birdie, I 
think that my injury was 
more serious than a band 
aid, more like gauze-and- 
hospital- tape-serious.” She 
raised her head and looked 
at my band aids and low¬ 
ered her head disdainfully, 
as if to say, “What’s wrong, 
Man? Can’t you take it? I 
haven’t quit! Have you?” 


a tragic ending to a beautiful life 


Robin Williams 

In the end, comic relief 
wasn't enough for the man 
who provided it to untold 
millions. 

If early reports are cor¬ 
rect, on Monday comedi¬ 
an/actor/motormouth 
genius Robin Williams 
became one of the roughly 
39 thousand Americans 
who die by suicide each 
year, roughly someone 
every 13 minutes. Mr. Wil¬ 
liams' media representative 
said he had been battling 
depression, a serious men¬ 
tal illness that affects about 
25 million people every 
year (only half receive treat¬ 
ment for it), and stories 
also noted that he recently 
had checked himself back 
into rehab over concerns 
about his sobriety. 

The news of his passing 
at age 63, and under such 
tragic circumstances, 
stunned a nation that loved 
to laugh with him in his 
TV appearances, his mov¬ 
ies and his stand-up come¬ 
dy routines. The bottom 
line to one ledger says his 
movies earned more than 
three billion dollars in the 
U.S. But there was more to 
him, and his career, than 
that: He won an Academy 
Award for "Good Will 
Hunting," and he won our 
hearts with "Dead Poets 
Society," "Mrs. Doubtfire," 
"Aladdin" and other per¬ 
formances. 


Clearly, there are lessons 
in his bountiful life, and in 
his sad death. 

His comedy was not 
lazy, and it more than hint¬ 
ed at a life of the mind. 
Accounts of his caring and 
steadfastness to friends, 
strangers and causes testify 
to a kindness that rained 
blessings on recipients. His 
willingness to share major 
struggles in his life, espe¬ 
cially those involving sub¬ 
stance abuse, indicates an 
even deeper generosity of 
spirit. 

But being smart, being 
kind and being honest ulti¬ 
mately didn't help with 
whatever led him to take 
his own life and maybe the 
realization that it was too 
big for this seemingly suc¬ 
cessful person will drive 
home the realization that 
it's too big for too many of 
the rest of us, too. 

Maybe that will force a 
nation that loses as many 


loved ones to suicide as to 
car wrecks to try to figure 
out why that is, and what 
to do about it. Maybe it 
will prompt serious ques¬ 
tions of how well our sys¬ 
tems treat mental health, as 
opposed to physical health, 
and how well we as indi¬ 
viduals are prepared to rec¬ 
ognize and help people in 
need. And maybe it will 
lead men, who die of sui¬ 
cide at four times the rate 
of women, to reach out for 
help sooner, before it is too 
late. 

Even if those things do 
happen, there's no happy 
ending here. His kids lost 
their daddy, his wife lost 
her husband, and we lost a 
wonderful entertainer who 
made so many of us smile 
for so many years, a laugh 
rioter who was not able to 
find such comfort in his 
final moments. We'll never 
have a friend like him 
again.

A system that’s too small 


won’t keep up on the hottest 
days. A system that’s too 
large will cycle too much, 
causing wide swings in tem¬ 
perature, and won’t neces¬ 
sarily remove all the humid¬ 
ity from your home. 

Further, if you plan to 
close the AC vents in sel¬ 
dom-used rooms, look for a 
system with at least two 
steps of capacity modula¬ 
tion. Closing room vents 
and doors effectively makes 
your house appear smaller 
to your HVAC system, 
which could significantly 
damage the system or cause 
it to fail prematurely. 

• Regulations: Know the 
latest government regula¬ 
tions and rebates before you 
buy. New regulations going 
into effect January 1, 2015, 
might affect the minimum 
efficiency standard in your 
region. Give yourself time 
to consider whether you 
want to replace your system 
ahead of the change. 

Replacing HVAC sys¬ 
tems in fall can be a smart 
maneuver. By planning 
ahead, you can make smart¬ 
er choices for your home 
and your comfort.

sure to please...and nourish. 

• Even the quintessential 
children’s sandwich, PB&J, 
can be made in a healthy 
way these days. Many pea¬ 
nut butter brands now offer 
low-fat and low-sodium ver¬ 
sions. That, coupled with an 
all-fruit, sugar-free jelly on 
whole grain bread makes this 
school cafeteria staple a 
guiltless pleasure. 

• Tuna fish is jam packed 
with oh-so-beneficial 
Omega-3 fatty acids. When 
mixed with low-fat mayon¬ 
naise, diced apple, and, if 
your child likes, a bit of 
onion and served in a wheat 
pita it’s nothing short of del- 
ish and a healthy home run! 

• BLTs can also be 
healthy! Simply swap regu¬ 
lar bacon for the turkey 
bacon variety (in modera¬ 
tion due to high-sodium lev¬ 
els) and layer with lettuce, 
tomato, and fat-free mayon¬ 
naise. Sandwich in whole 
grain bread or roll into a pita 
wrap - your child will nary 
know the difference between 
this healthy version versus its 
fat-packed counterpart. 

• What to serve on the 
side of the main school 
lunch item? Options 
abound! Low-salt pretzels; 
fat- and sugar-free yogurt or 
cottage cheese; celery sticks 
filed with low-fat/low-sodi¬ 
um peanut butter; any kind 
of pre-washed fresh fruit 
(nature’s gift to humanity); 
dried or dehydrated fruit, 
such as raisins; apricots, 
pears, apples, roasted or raw 
almonds, walnuts or peanuts

cheese, diced tomatoes, 
chopped green onions, etc. 
as desired. 

• Fruit Smoothies: These 
are a warm weather staple 
that can, and should, be 
enjoyed year-round. While 
fruit smoothie recipes 
abound, it need not be a 
complex process. Simply 
blend, in amounts to your 
personal liking, either plain 
or flavored fat-free/sugar- 
free yogurt with skim milk, 
ice cubes, and either fresh or 
frozen fruit chunks. For 
added sweetness, you can 
add a touch of honey or an 
artificial sweetener, such as 
stevia.

Respiratory protection in ag 


As most parents know, 
children tend to be ready to 
eat as soon as the school bell 
rings. But with dinner still a 
few hours away, its too easy 
to let kids reach for conve¬ 
nient snacks that are packed 
with calories, excess sugar 
and too much fat. You can 
help your child—and fami¬ 
ly—snack healthier by fol¬ 
lowing these steps: 

Improve the accessibility 
of healthy foods. Research 
has shown that when health¬ 
ier food becomes easily acces¬ 
sible for kids they are more 
likely to eat it. Put some fruit 
on the dining room table or 
close to the edge of the kitch¬ 
en counter so your children 
can easily see and reach it. 
Make unhealthier options 
less accessible. 

Think unconventionally. 
Many times we associate 
“healthy” with only fruits 
and vegetables, but numer¬ 


ous other healthy snack 
options exist. Nuts, popcorn, 
string cheese and sunflower 
seeds are just some of the 
possible choices. 

Offer healthier options. 
While its still warm, many 
kids love eating cold snacks 
like popsicles and ice cream, 
but you can offer healthier 
options for them. Purchase 
popsicles that are low in 
sugar. Instead of ice cream, 
try yogurt. If your kids don’t 
like the taste of plain yogurt, 
try adding berries and 
crunchy granola. 

Set limits on the amount 
of soda your kids drink. Let 
them have one per day or 
two or three per week. 
Encourage them to drink 
water and milk instead. 

Contact the Pendleton 
County 4-H youth develop¬ 
ment agent for information 
on how 4-H can help teach 
your child healthy habits. 


The teenage years can be 
on teens and on par¬ 
ents, as young people strive 
for independence and par¬ 
ents learn how and when to 
let go. One of the most com¬ 
mon stresses put on teens is 
peer pressure. While they 
want to be independent, 
they do seek acceptance from 
their peers.

Friday evening was a 
highlight for me. Everyone 
in church was invited to 
participate in an informal 
singing at the school house.

Something that stood out 
for me was what a brother 
said about having hectic life¬ 
styles and schedules. He 
challenged us to examine 
our lives to see whether we 
have a Jesus schedule or if 
we weren’t too busy to take 
time for what really counts 
in life. Afterwards we had 
some scrumptious snacks. 
Each of us brought a finger 
food so we had an excellent 
variety to choose from. 

To those of you who may 
have not read my last letter, 
my husband Daniel grew up 
in Danville, Ohio and most 
of my growing up years were 
spent here in Flat Rock, Ill. 
People keep asking us how 
we met, being from differ¬ 
ent states and Amish at that. 

I’ll first give you a brief 
outline on what dating is 
like in our community and 
how it is done. 

Before starting any boy- 
girl relationships youth are 
expected to be at least 18 
years old and a member of 
the church. The boy is 
always the one who leads 
out and makes the first step. 
After praying and seeking 
God’s will he talks with the 
girl’s father and asks for his 
blessing before proceeding 
in making contact with her. 

Our mothers first met at 
a funeral when I was 
10-years-old. Immediately 
there was a bond of kindred 
spirits. Being of similar 
church fellowship their fam¬ 
ily occasionally came for a 
visit and would also spend 
time with other friends in 
our community.

Farm to School Junior Chef Tournament, Aug. 22 


Kentucky’s top teen 
cooks will converge on the 
Kentucky Exposition Center 
for the second annual Ken¬ 
tucky Farm to School Junior 
Chef State Tournament dur¬ 
ing the Kentucky State Fair. 

“The Farm to School 
Junior Chef program teach¬ 
es basic food preparation to 
Kentucky high school stu¬ 
dents,” Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer 
said. “It also raises awareness 
of the variety and quality of 
Kentucky Proud products. 
The teams in the state tour¬ 
nament endured rigorous 
district and regional compe¬ 
titions to get here. I’m proud 
of all these students for what 
they have achieved.” 

The tournament will 
begin on opening day of the 
fair and conclude with the 
championship match-up at 
10 a.m., August 22. All cook 
offs will take place at the 
Gourmet Garden Stage in 


the lobby of South Wing A. 

The teams will compete 
for more than 70 thousand 
dollars in scholarship money 
from Louisville-based Sulli¬ 
van University. Sullivan will 
offer a six thousand dollar 
scholarship to each member 
of the champion team; a 
four thousand dollar schol¬ 
arship to each member of 
the runner-up team; and a 
two thousand dollar scholar¬ 
ship to each member of the 
other two semi-finalist 
teams. Sullivan also will 
present a knife set to the 
winning team. John Wiley 
& Sons will award six hun¬ 
dred dollars to the winning 
team and will present a copy 
of “The Visual Food Lover’s 
Guide” to every contestant. 
An “All Junior Chef Team” 
and a “Top Chef” will be 
named at the championship 
cook off. 

The Junior Chef compe¬ 
tition is part of the Ken¬ 


tucky Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s Farm to School 
Program. Junior Chef 
encourages high school stu¬ 
dents to learn how to cook 
by using local ingredients to 
prepare healthy meals while 
at the same time teaching 
students about agriculture, 
marketing, organization, 
teamwork, and community 
involvement. 

The Department’s Farm 
to School Program connects 
local farmers to school dis¬ 
tricts to make fresh Ken¬ 
tucky Proud foods available 
to Kentucky children. Par¬ 
ticipating Kentucky school 
districts spent an estimated 
468 thousand dollars on 
local foods during the 2012- 
2013 school year. A total of 
84 school districts are mem¬ 
bers of the Kentucky Proud 
program, which helps Ken¬ 
tucky farmers market their 
products to their local com¬ 
munities. 


interests. For example, maybe 
your teen plays high school 
sports but is also involved in 
the school’s business club. 
She can have friends from 
each group. Having friends 
in many different groups can 
also help your child navigate 
peer pressure, as she will 
always have a group of friends 
to go to in case she has a fall¬ 
ing out with another group. 

Positive peer relationships 
are very healthy for teens, but 
sometimes peer relationships 
can have a negative influ¬ 
ence. Friends could have 
undesirable attributes such as 
a bad attitude, no ambition, 
be disrespectful or engage in 
risky behaviors. They may 
encourage their friends to do 
similar things. 

As a parent, you can help 
your child successfully navi¬ 
gate the teen years and resist 
peer pressure. While you may 
not think he listens to you 
any more, he does. Here are 
some tips: 

Get to know your teen’s 
friends, their dreams for the 
future, their goals and what 
they do with their spare time. 

Acquaint yourself with 
their parents. It will make 
you more feel more comfort¬ 
able when you call them to 
ask if a party at their house is 
going to have parental super¬ 
vision. 

Focus on safety. Make 
sure your child understands 
you want him and his friends 
to always engage in safe activ¬ 
ities and to look out for each 
other. If your child finds that 
his friends are engaging in 
unsafe activities, encourage 
him to let an adult know. 
Reinforce the idea that 
expressing concern for his 
friends’ safety doesn’t make 
him a tattletale. 

Listen to your child with¬ 
out rushing to judgment or 
into a lecture, if you quickly 
rush to judgment, your child 
may start hiding parts of her 
life from you, especially if she 
finds out you don’t particu¬ 
larly like a friend or group of 
friends. 

Let your child always 
know that he can call you if 
he does not feel safe or needs 
to get out of a bad situation.

It is important for farm¬ 
ers to use respiratory pro¬ 
tection to safeguard their 
lungs against dusts in the 
coming weeks and months 
as they harvest crops, clean 
out grain bins, open silos, 
and strip tobacco among 
other seasonal farming 
activities. 

A disposable toxic dust 
respirator will filter out 
fine dust particles that can 
deeply penetrate the lungs. 
It is needed for protection 
from potentially harmful 
dusts in confinement hog 
or poultry housing, grain 
dust and mold from grain, 
hay or silage. Agricultural 
workers should use a toxic 
dust respirator anytime 
they will be exposed to 
dusty operations or activi¬ 
ties. 

Using an approved 
toxic dust respirator can 
prevent the respiratory 
symptoms commonly asso¬ 
ciated with working in 
confinement facilities or 
onset of the flu-like illness 
that occurs four to six 
hours after exposure to big 
amounts of moldy materi¬ 
als. 


An N95 is the most 
common respirator for 
agricultural uses. The N 
indicates that it is intended 
for oil-free dust and that 
the filter is 93 percent effi¬ 
cient in removing irrespi- 
rable or fine dust that can 
penetrate deep into the 
lungs. An N100 type that 
is 99.9 percent efficient 
also is available. 

Disposable toxic dust 
respirators are made of a 
heavier filter material and 
have two straps. The box or 
container will have a 
National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and 
Health, or NIOSH, 
approval label. Most have 
an adjustable nose band to 
provide a good fit. They 
may be available in differ¬ 
ent sizes to accommodate 
most facial sizes and shapes. 
Respirators also may have 
exhalation valves to 
improve user comfort. You 
usually can buy a box of 10 
to 20 of these respirators 
for only a few dollars a 
piece. 

A cartridge-type, half 
mask respirator is most 
often used for pesticides or 
chemical exposures. These 
respirators have both a 
chemical cartridge to pro¬ 


tect you from vapors and 
designated gases and a N95 
or N100 mechanical filter 
for dust protection. They 
are available either as dis¬ 
posable respirators or reus¬ 
able with replaceable car¬ 
tridges. 

A P95 or PI00 dust fil¬ 
ter is required for oil-based 
pesticides. The P indicates 
that the filter is oil proof or 
resistant to oils for more 
than eight hours of expo¬ 
sure. 

Disposable dust masks 
and cartridge respirators 
are considered air purifiers 
and will not protect you 
against a potentially life- 
threatening environment 
such as toxic gases or 
reduced oxygen levels. 
Entry into this type of situ¬ 
ation requires a respirator 
that will supply fresh air. 

A self-contained breathing 
apparatus, like a firefighter 
would wear, is used in 
potentially life threatening 
environments such as 
entering manure pits, air¬ 
tight silos or other enclosed 
or confined areas with low 
oxygen levels or other 
potentially dangerous gases 
or fumes. 

For everyone’s protec¬ 
tion, know the types of 
potentially harmful dusts 
and other hazards in the 
workplace; have appropri¬ 
ate respiratory protection 
available; and be sure it is 
the right size and shape to 
properly fit and provide 
adequate protection. 

Using disposable non¬ 
toxic, or nuisance, dust 
masks is a good way to 
protect you from allergies 
while working in the yard 
or garden. These masks are 
ineffective for most agri¬ 
cultural uses. They only are 
effective for nuisance-type 
dusts that do not pose a 
serious health hazard such 
as pollens or other irritat¬ 
ing dusts that may cause 
upper respiratory reactions 
such as sneezing or a stuffy 
nose. 

These masks are made 
of light-weight filter mate¬ 
rial and easily identified by 
a small single strap. They 
are relatively inexpensive; a 
box of 50 may only cost 
around 10 dollars.
